The memorial puppies to be 
Wort here over Memorial Day in 
honor of the World War dead 
have been mude by the disabled 
comrades of the gead in the Am- 
encan Legion hospital at Battle 
Creek. Poppy making has de- 
Veloped into a nation-wide = in- 
‘dustry for the disabled veterans 
“and puts more than $100,000 each 
year into the pockets of these 
men who have no other way of 
carning money. 

The work of making poppies 
begins early in the winter in 
most of the hospitals, under di- 
rection of the state organization 
of the American Legion Auxi- 
tery and with the cooperation of 
the hospital authority, Mrs. Al- 
fred Hanson, local poppy chair-~ 


man, explained. Materials are 
supplied by the Auxiliary and the 
men are paid regularly from 


Auxihary funds. 

Employment is limited to vet- 
erans recelving little or no gov- 
-erpment cOmpensation, with 
‘preference going to those having 
families to support. The number 
of flowers each man can shape 
per day jis restricted to guard 
against over-taxing his strength. 
Many of the men become so ex- 
pert that they can make several 
hundred poppies in a brief work- 
ing day. 

Money is not the only benefit 
the veterans derive from the 
poppy work. Making the bright 
red flowers lightens dreary hos-~- 


pital hours for them, encourages ! 


a healthful state of mind, and as 
a form of occupational therapy, 
helps speed their recovery. 
Approximately 12,000,000 pap- 
pies have been made by the dis- 
abled veterans this year in an- 
ticipation of increased response of 
the American public to the pop- 
py appeal-—“Honor the war dead 


and aid the war's living victims.” !

Engineers Seek Ways to 
Build ‘Solid’ Foundations 


Tests with the object of construct- 
ing buildings that will not settle are 
being conducted under the auspices 
of the Engineering foundation. 

Prof. Gregory P. Tschebotareff of 
Princeton university, who is head- 
ing a part of the studies, said build- 
ings constructed on rock—such as 
in New York—do not present a prob- 
lem to engineers. 

“But not to all cities,’ he said 
“are equally fortunate to have in 
many places rock within easy peach 


from the ground surface.” 

He cited Shanghai, New Orleans 
amd Mexico City as examples where 
soft soil deposits handicap the en- 
gineer. 

“Rock lies at such depths,” he 
said, ‘that it cannot be reached by 
any known foundation methed. In 
such cases, considerable — settle- 
ments become unavoidable. In 
Shanghai, one-foot settlement is con- 
sidered quite normal for buildings 
founded on piles driven into the riv- 
er mud. 

“In Mexico City, whieh holds the 
world championship for the most | 
difficult foundation and soil condi- | 
tions—soft mud 600 feet deep— 
heavy buildings resting on concrete 
rafts floating on the surface of that 
mud have been known to sink about 
nine feet into the ground."

New D'scavery May 
Aid in Ageing Liquor 


Discovery of a ‘‘chemical dice 

game’ may lead to improvements 
tn the ageing of wines and liquors, 
the American Chemical society was 
told recently. 
_ Dr. George Calingaert, of Detroft, 
chemical research director of the 
Ethyl Gasoline corporation, also re- 
ported that other new fields in or- 
ganic chemistry would be opened 
by his findings which show that, 
contrary to past experience, organ- 
ic compounds of the same class 
will react with one another through 
use of proper catalysts. 

Quantities of the products formed, 
he said, are determined by the 
same mathematical laws of chance 
which enable gamblers to foretel] 
odds in a dice game. He explained 
that when a pair of dice is thrown 
many times, the number seven will 
appear twice as often as the num. 
ber ten, and three times as often 
as eleven or three. 

Dr. Calingaert reported that the 
atoms ‘“‘fall’ into position in the 
same random way and that the dis- 
covery ‘‘all but shakes the founda. 
tions of our concepts of the behavior 
of atoms in molecules.” 

Such a reaction may hold the key 


to some processes known to take] $ 


place, but for which no satisfactory 
explanation has been advanced, he 
said, 

“It is well known that some chem- 
ical process occurs ufter barrelling 
or bottling (of liquor), the result of 
which is readily detected by taste.” 

The action occurs though the ma- 
terials present are chemically inert 
ta one another and Calingaert pre- 
dicted that a better understanding 
of this ageing procesa will lead to 
improvement in wines and liquors. 


Scientists Find Locusts 
re of 2 Distinct Kinds 


There are two races of the peri- 
odical cicada—the seventeen-year 
race and another that appears ev- 
ery 13 years. Scientists have found 
no differences in the two except 
that one remains underground in the 
larva sand pupa stages four years 
longer than the other. 

Every year is locust year in some 
part of the country. There are 17 
different broods of the 17 year race 
and thirteen broods of the 13-year 
race, writes a correspondent in the 
Chicago Tribune. The broods have 
been catalogued by Roman num- 
bers. Broods Nos. 1 to 17 compose 
the 17-year race. The 13-year race 
is numbered from 18 to 30. 

There is overlapping of the terri- 
tories occupied by the two races and 
also by the different broods. In 
some sections, however, the locusts 
only appear at 13 or 17-year inter- 
vals, indicating the presence of only 
one brood. 

The periodical cicadas are not 
found in the western part of the 
United States. They live mainly in 
the wooded regions from the Atlan- 
tic coast westward to ¢entral Kan- 
sas. 


Tom Thumb’s Life 

Tom Thumb (Charles St.erwood 
Stratton) was born at Bridgeport, 
Conn., on January 4, 1838. His par- 
ents were of normal size and he 
showed no peculiarity until he 
reached the age of seven months, 
when he ceased to grow. In 1842 
his mother took him to P. T. Bar. 
num, At that time he was 28 inches 
in height and weighed a little more 
than 15 pounds, though he later in- 
creased in size. He was perfectly 
proportioned, active, and intelligent, 
His exhibilious proved a great sus- 
cess and in 1854 he was taken to 
England by Barnum and presented 
to the queen and royal family. In 
1863 Tom Thumb married Lavinia 
Warren, a dwarf, and together they 
traveled widely and gave exhibi- 
tions. He died at Middleborough, 
Mass., on July 15, 1883.

Ability to Learn 

Walter B. Pitkin, in “The Art of 
Learning," says: ‘‘Between the ages 
of 22 and 40, the ability to learn a 
systematically logically organized 
subject, such as a foreign languags, 
mathematics, or any natural sci- 
ence, declines no more than 1 per 
cent year. A man aged 42 lags 
only 20 per cent behind a 20-year 
alder. To this conclusion Thordike 
and his associates came as a result 
of their prolonged experiments in 
teaching adults Esperanto. But 
they also find that the older people 
make up for this slowing down by 
more mature backgrounds which 
aid them in thorough compreten- 
sion." 


Sealed Tomb 

The parishioners of Christ church 
at Cambridge, Mass., were sur- 
prised to learn that there is a sealed 
tomb in the basement of the church. 
The WPA historical] records survey 
reports that the tomb was built soon 
after the completion of the church 
in 1789. Ten bodies were placed 
there, including that of one of the 
builders, Henry Vassail, before the 
city ordered the tomb closed in 1885. 


Flag Protection Law 

There is but one federal] statute 
which protects the flag from dese- 
eration throughout the country.

Denmark, Holland, Nor-! 


Is Denmark Finished? 


(By Floyd.J. Miller, in Royal 
Oak Tribune) 


In the flurry of recent develop- 
ments in Holland, Belgium 
France, the news of the day has 
completely overlooked sturdy 
little Denmark. What is happen- 
ing there? 

During a recent trip out of 
town, I had a chance to talk with 
an American citizen who was 
born in Denmark, whose family 
still lives there, and who has kept 
in close touch with the situation. 
He had not received a single let- 
ter or newspaper from Denmark 
since the Germans marched in. 
His only reports to to be obtain- 
ed from the limited news stories 
coming out of that country. _ 

We got into a conversation 
after he learned that I had seen 
the beginning of the war in 
England. 

Nothing I have ever read about 
Denmark or the other Scandin- 
avian countries painted for me 
so graphic a picture of their 
desperate situation for years as 
did our discussion. I was able to 
see, as never before, how Den- 
mark in particular has trembled 
for many years under the shadow 
of German might. All during the 
hectic years of the first World 
War, this tiny nation lived a 
strained existence as it tried des- 
perately to remain neutral. No 
ene knew from day to day 
whether Germany would invade 
it as ruthlessly as it had Belgium 
or whether the British would 
push in from the north in order 
to get at Germany’s flank. Not 
until the Armistice could the cit- 
izens of this small land draw a 
free breath. 

'His Opinions of Germans 

In the years immediately fol- 

lowing, the Danes not only saw 
the German menace temporarily 
removed; they also received back 
ithe territory of Schleswig-Hol- 
‘stein, which Germany had seized 
earlier. Peace and quiet rested 
'on the land once again. 
But as Germany arose once 
;more under Hitler and prepared 
\its campaign of aggression, little 
; Denmark was put once more on 
i the anxious seat. If you will look 
at its geographical position, you 
will understand why. For Den- 
mark is entirely surrounded by 
water except where it touches 
\Germany. Its capital, Copenhag- 
en, is one island and considerabie 
‘of its territory and population is 
;0n others. Even the main pen- 
jinsula, which juts out toward the 
North Sea, is so narrow that (my 
(friend told me) no point is more 
;than twenty miles from water. It 
is all flat. How can a country 
like that be defended? 

The testimony of my acquaint- 
‘ance as to the willful aggression 
_of Germany was very disturbing 
Not that it was completely new. 
. For, unfortunately, the evidence 
; today seems even more conclusive 
‘than it was during the Wold 
; War. But let my friend tell it. 
‘An Arrogant Spirit 
' “Both before and after the 
_World War, when I lived in Den- 
mark,” he said, “I made many 
j bicycle trips with other young 
men into Germany. An outing of 
: this sort down the Rhine was very 
‘popular. Sometimes, particular- 
‘ly after the War, we were at first 
‘treated with some reserve. But 
:As soon as the Germans learned 
we were Danes and not English, 
they treated us very nicely.

“They seemed immediately to 
become conscious of the fact that 
they were Germans and to fairly 
radiate the feeling that théy were 
a superior people. Danes or any- 


one else were made to feel this.j1 


It was made evident to us that 
anyone should consider himself 
fortunate if he were able to be- 
come a part of the German 
nation. 

“This feeling has not developed 
just since Hitler came into power. 
It was there before 1914. It was 
not so evident immediately after 
the World War, for Germany was 
pretty well put down. It did not 
take very long though, for it to 
be resurrected. It was not mere- 


ly the leaders, the ambitious 2nes,, 


who showed this feeling. The 
workers, the farmers with whom 
I came in contact on my trips 
evidenced this. ‘Just wait. We'll 
get back at them,’ they said. 
“Hitler is not the main cause of 
this. He is merely the head man, 
who exemplifies the spirit of the 
nation. To be sure, he is more 
aggressive, more ruthless than 
anyone previously has been; but 
he can do these things only be- 
cause the whole people permit it. 
He is exactly the kind of leader 
to capitalize on the spirit that has 


since I have known any of them.” 

This viewpoint struck me 
more forcibly because my Danish 
friend was not bitter or vehe- 
ment in his opinions. He has 
lived in this country for a num- 
ter of years, has his business 
here, expects to retnain in Am- 
erica, The present occunation of 
Denmark has not upset his daily 
routine or interfered with his 
livelihood. It has merely brought 
to an end the freedom which his 
people have cherished many, 
many years . 

Denmark is an ancient coun- 
try. Since 900 A. D.—a thousand 
years ago—it has been free, ex- 
cept for one relatively brief 
period when it was held by 
Sweden. Freedom has beer the 
heritage of the Danes for genera- 
tion after generation. What will 
happen to it now is merely one 
more of the engimas of Europe’s 
present turmoil.

coffee, chicle, tonka beans, ivory 
nuts, which are made in many ar-, 
ticles from umbrella handles to but-! 
tons, and kapol, a so-called ‘‘'vege- 
table down" used as stuffing for up- ; 
holstery. 

An interesting relic of the old days 
is the Bluebeard Castle at St. Thom- 
as, now called Charlotte Amalie. It 
is a three-story fortress and is now 
the centerpiece of a new hotel. It; 
is a gaunt structure and popular 
with visitors during the daytime. At 
night people prefer to stand outside 
and gaze at it. 

The rugged old fort is made awe- 
some by the tradition that the origi- 
nal owner, a pirate who was nick- 
named Bluebeard because of the 
bluish sheen on his black whiskers, 
had a full set of 13 wives. 


North Carolina Church 
Is Restoring Old Port 


Restoration of the quaint old sea- 
port of Bath, N. C., is giving to 
modern America the haunts of 
Blackbeard the pirate, a church at- 
tended by early American colonists 
and homes built more than two cen- 
turies ago. 

Plans for restoring the historical 
village are being pushed by the 
Episcopal leaders of the East Caro- 
lina diocese. Their interest springs 
from the Bath Episcopal church, | 
built in 1834, and recognized as the 
oldest church building in the state 
today. 

Called “The Cathedral’ because 
it is ruled by the bishop, the build- 
ing still is in excellent condition 
with original hand-made doors and 
hand-cut wooden pews. It is to be 
restored and converted into a na- 
tional shrine. 

A museum will be opened near 
the church and the old Marsh house 
near by, built in 1714, will be con- 
verted into a rectory. 

Of great interest are the ruins of 
an old house near Bath creek where ; 
Edward Teach—'‘Biackbeard the pi- 
rate’’—is said to have lived during 
his days of power. Ruins of his 
ships may be seen there at low 
tide.

Composite Photography 

There probably were earlier ex- 
periments of cumposite and trick } 
piotography. but the most notable 
examples appeared after the assas- 
sination of President Lincoln. There 
was a great demand for his pictures, 
but there was none showing him in 
the heroic postures which the Amer- 
ican people wanted. Earlier states- 
men had been painted in such poses. 
So photographers took pictures of 
the posed, draped figures of such 
men as John C. Calhoun and Henry 
Clay and superimposed the head of 
Lincoln.

“Advertising 
Helps Turnover and 


Keeps Prices Down...” 


“When I say advertising moves my goods 
faster, I mean the advertising done by the 
mantfacturers of those goods. Nationally 
advertised products are in demand, and 
they’re in demand because, generally, their 
quality is uniformly better and more re 
liable than products that are not so adver 
tised. In addition, for goods of comparable 
quality, I think nationally advertised goods 
are priced as low or lower than others ... 
My business depends upon turnover. My 
earnings, and profit if any, do not come 
from making a large profit margin on each 
item, but from selling goods fast, even if 
the profit margin is relatively low. If I 
turn my stock over twenty times a year at a 
low profit each time, I am better off than 
T would be if I turned it over only ten 
times a year at a higher profit... . If manue 
facturers did not advertise their goods so 
well, then I would have to advertise more, 
because people do not like to buy things of 
uncertain quality—and I would probably. 
have to get more for what I sell. As it is, 
my advertising only consists of listing the 
names of products and the prices . 5; My 
costs of business are relatively lower. I can. 
sell for less, and make more money by 
handling advertised goods.” ; 
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LANSING—Democratic gov- 
ernment is like “Alice in Won- 
derland.” 

It is marked by conditions 
pas contradictory and inconsist- 
ent. 

Little wonder that the average 
citizen becomes confused! 

For example: 

The State of Michigan colect- 
ed $124,037,881 in twelve months 
ending last June 30 which it 
promptly turned over to 83 coun- 
ties. Whose money was this: 
State or county? 

State payrolls totaled $2,372,- 
681 more in the past fifteen 
months than in the game period 
of 1937-38, yet the increase in 
payrolls can be traced largely to 
state functions which receive 
substantial federal aid. Were it 
not for federal aid requirements, 
the state payroll would show a 
decline for 1939 compared with 
1938. The increase of payrolls 
in federal aid departments in this 
period was $504,011; unemploy- 
ment compensation alone was 
responsible for $1,250,000 of the 
$2,372,581 payroll increase in the 
past fifteen: months, while em- 
ployment service added $1,478,- 
000. Only retrenchments in non- 
federal aid departments kept the 
increase from being more*than it 
was. 


Real Estate Relief 

The. situation whereby the 
state returns to local govern- 
ments such a_ staggering large 
sum of money did not develop 
overnight. % 

According to Auditor General 
Vernon J. Brown, the 15-mill tax 
limitation amendment, adopted 
in the depression year 1932, is 
largely responsible for the trend 
to shift tax responsibility from 
counties to the state. Convinced 
that home owners were deserv- 
ing of tax relief, the legislature 
enacted a moratorium on_ fore- 
closure of mortgages and upon 
DEES of the tax limitation 
amendment withdrew all claims 
to real estate taxation, 

A sales tax was adopted as a 
substitute. : 

This little tax on transactions 
became 3 “hidden tax” because it 
was merely added to the con- 
sumer’s purchase price. The con- 
sumer paid it in small Saephes 
amounts, a few pennies here an 
a few pennies there. The tax 
total was never apparent, and not 
one person in 100,000 ever took 
the trouble to ascertain how 
much these tax payments meant 
to his budget in a year. rae 

Obviously unfair because it im- 
posed an equal burden on all 
consumsrs regardless of their 
ability to pay, the sales tax 
nevertheless has become popular 
with public officials because it 
has been productive of high 
revenue, fairly painless to the 
consumer, and reasonably simple 
to compute and to collect. 


“Most Serious Problem” 

In the judgment of the auditor 
general whose department has 
an outstanding record for econ- 
omy, “the most serious problem 


“which the 1941 legislature must 


face wil be that of either curtail- 
ing these grants . or to seek 
some new source of revenue for 
support of the ordinary functions 
of the state. leaving present 
revenue td be distributed to local 
units of government.” 

In Ingham county alone, the 
home county of the capital city, 
the state turned over to local 
governments the astounding total 
of $3,281,000 in the following al- 
locations: Schools, $1,203,000; 
welfare, $1,193,000; highways, 
$681,000; health, $171,000; liquor 
license revenue (ostensibly for 
enforcement use) $29,000. 

The obvious difficulty arises 
when pressure groups cry for 
more money to be returned to 
local governments for local ser- 
vices and when the state givern- 
ment seeks more funds to meet 
growmg needs. if 

Thus, the state builds additions 
to hospitals but permits the ad- 
ditions to stand idle and unused 
because it lacks money to buy 
equipment, employs more attend. 
ents and pay higher operation 
expenses. ; e 

then there is the familiar 
care of old age pensions for 
which state officials propose to 
add a minimum of 25,000 deserv- 
ing persons to the assistance roll. 

f more money could be spar- 
ed, additional sales taxes could 
be collected by the state, so 
recent experiments have showed. 
Uncollected tax claims totaled 
$6,950,000 on March 1 for all 
state departments, and only a 
lack of enough auditors to in- 
vestigate the cases prevents the 
state from getting more of this 
revenue for public use. Figure 
that one out! 


Crippled Children : 

In 1939 the state legislature, 
motivated by a belief that a low- 
er ceiling had to be placed on 
medical expenditures for crippled 
children (probate judges having 
formerly had the power to au- 
thorize bills which the state was 


. to pay), curtailed appropriations 


for this purpose. — : : 

Immediately the cry was raised 
that the administration was pur- 
suing economy at the cost of 
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children’s lives.

With a bookkeeping deficit of 
around $30,000,000 (the state hav- 
ing borrowed this amount from 
its own special funds in order to 
pay operating bills), the situation 
at Lansing is complicated further. 
No matter what is done, someone 
is sure to complain.
